Summary of reasons for decision: 

The computer image file printout tends to support the exploitation of children or young people 
for sexual purposes and is deemed to be objectionable. 

The one-page printout consists of a sexualised Japanese cartoon image of four young women 
who appear to be characters from a popular children's anime series. One is a semi-naked young 
girl, another is an explicitly sexual image of a naked young woman making herself sexually 
available. All are drawn with the childlike faces typical of Japanese manga publications. The 
purpose of the material is sexual titillation or arousal. Even in cartoon form, these images invite 
viewers to see young girls as sexually available and ready for adult forms of sexual activity. The 
material creates or reinforces a sexual interest in children or young people and therefore tends to 
encourage their sexual exploitation. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the right to freedom of expression set out in 
the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. However, this is an outcome that is consistent with 






Parliament's intention and is a reasonable limitation on the freedom of expression. The 
classification reflects the concern of a free and democratic society to protect its young and 
vulnerable members from sexual exploitation.
